Most forcign observers of tho Russia 
revolution and many of the Russianw 
thomsalvea aro go possossed by the colosaak 
and terrible figure of the first French’ 
Republic that thoy are apparently unable: 
to concofve that events nny take a differant 
eonrso in Russia to what they took in: 
France at the close of Louia tho Sixteeth's 
reign, = * . ; 

Tt is not curprising of course that the 
bureaucratic Novoe Vremya does its best to 
show that the two movements are parallel, 
for it naturally wanta to cause # reaction, 
and it ia not surprising, sither that the 


orat revolutionists positively revel in compari- 


sona between them, “for they want to 
inflame tho people ; but it is surprising that 
the great moderate majority admits that 
thero is any but a superficial resemblance 
botween the two revolutions. 

Bat, though it damages their caugo to do 
so, they da soem to recognise a resem- | 
blanca, for their specches and writings are 
fall of it, while books about’ Mirabean, 
Cromaoll, ete. and paintings of the Fall 
of the Bastille adorn their places of as- 
somblage. 

There will probably-bo great differences, 
however, between, these two stupendous 
historical evants, becatso most of the con- 
ditions aro different. In both cases, it is 
true, we have a weak monarch paying 
moro for the sins of his, predecessors 
than for his own, an improverished people, 
and a debauched nobility,’ but while 
France was united in 1789 Russia does not 
yet forma homogeneous whole. A volume 
could easily bo devoted to this subject, 
but T shall continue myself to only on6 
point, and that is the Russian’s hatred 
of bloodshed, which, if tho revolationiats 
triumph, will ‘provent St, Petersbure'from 
ever witnessing any of those. bloody scenes 
which 0 disgraced Paria'fin'the eyes of 
the world. I can imagine tho etart of 
amazement with which Englishmen with 
tho traditional * picture of the bratal Mus- 
covite still before their eyos and the: latest 
list of disorders and outrages .in their 
momory, will road of the Russian’s hatred 
of bloodshed ;. novortheless it ia a fact, at- 
tested by most people who know him, that 
T van Ivanovich is the most humano aad 
forbearing of men. 

Only a very timid and gentle race would’ 
have put up for a year with the Cossacks: 
and thoir whips,” 

Those picturesque inefiicients could not 
possibly have jficted Beitishers or Ame- 
ticans for more than atwelyemonth. They 
would be polished off very rapidly and with 
very little regard for their susceptibilities. 
T should recommend anyone who still takes 
the traditional view of Russian brutality 
and who pxpects that the fall of the: 
Tear, if he insists on falling, will be 
accompanied by scenes of bloodshed such.
